ed in a^pail or a clean new wash 
boiler on the stove. After the 
the second heating, i. e., to 130 
degrees, if the curd has settled, 
the whey can be mostly poured 
off by tipping the pail, and the 
curd poured into a small cheese- 
cloth bag to drain. If the curd 
is floating, it can be dipped off 
the surface of the whey with a 
dipper or large spoon and put in 
the bag to drain. A small wood- 
en draining rack a foot square 
end five or six inches deep, Avith 
the bottom made of one-fourth 
of an inch mesh galvanized or 
tinned iron wire netting and coa'- 
ered with cheesecloth, is useful 
for draining small amounts of 
buttermilk cheese. 

Buttermilk from rich cream, 
cootaining 50 per cent or more 
fat, as well as butte.rmiH: from 
cream Avbich was pasteurized 
when very sour, is not suitable 
for making buttermilk cheese.
